''Hundreds of cubic nillos of n 
comet's tiill contain loss matter than 
ono cubic Inch of ntmospliero on the 
citrth's surface," claimed Mr, U. M. 
MotluM'well in his address to an o|ion 
meetliis: of tlio Montreal Centre of llm 
Uoyal .\s1rononiio.il Society «I tho 
Macnouald Physics IJulldliig last 
night. Mr. SIothcr\vcll wna for many 
»e.Trs 11 member of tho staff of tho 
Dominion Observatory at Ottawa. 

To ditto there havo hcon nine huii- 
drod comets recorded, flvo hundred 
of whiclt have been discovered since 
the invention ot tho telescope about 
IfiOO. One hundred of these nro' known 
to huvo nn elliptical orbit and cou- 
seiiuently will return In tho future If 
they have not done so already. Duo 
to the effect of heavenly bodies upon 
thes-e comets, some of them are known 
10 change their course ami fly into 
space becoming lost. .Vnother varia- 
tion in the orbit of a comet la caused 
by tho attraction of Jupiter. Brookes 
comet p.asscd at one titno, within 50,- 
000 miles of Jupiter and Its period of 
revolution was changed from nine 
years to seven years, being thrown 
back by the influence of this planet. 

Very few of the comets In existence 
are seen, ideal conditions being neces- 
sary to find them. When comets ap- 
proach too close to the sun they be- 
come oNcecdingly indistinct and even 
utterly Invlsablc. In proof of this Mr. 
Motherwell stated that comets are 
sometimes photographed near tho sun 
during an eclipse but are lost after- 
wards. 

Photography has aided the study 
of comets to a great extent as one 
may be found, sometimes. In a ncg.a- 
tive, that had never been suspected. 

When comets are noticed they are 
first recorded and then observations 
are taken to determine tho orbit, na 
this is the only way ii ootnet may be 
i'l'-nllfic'I. if it has been recorded hu- 
Identifl'.-d, if it hu^i been recorded be- 
fore. A comet cannot possibly be 
Identified by Its shape, n« It Is often 
thought, becauso thoy oro continual- 
ly chan;,'lii(;.

ON COMMUNISM 



Tlieorys For'Warded 
For Upheaval in 
Russia 



Tlio nussinn novoltition n'as morn 
likely to have been caused by tho ohl 
i'dniltilslr;itlfin niiil not by tho com- 
niunlstfl, according to A. 0. Oruchy, 
II. A., who delivered ono of two 
papora with tho subject, "Tho AdTOn- 
i;e of Itusslan Communism," at thu 
first meelliig of the Political Kconomy 
Club held Iii«t evening for tho season 
1928-29. Carl Bergithon also discussel 
tills topic. 

'Tho Revolution w.is not tnevlt- 
iiblo," explained A. G. Oruchy. If 
tlicro had been no war In 1914. most 
likely there would havo been no rev- 
olution. Provlou.-! to tho war, an .it- 
tcmpt was made to improve condi- 
tions In the country. Prix-ate owner- 
ihlp took tho place of tho strip sya- 
tom as far as possible, and by 1914, 
three-quarters %t the land 'n'as con- 
trolled by tho po.asanta. 

Tho value of communism as an eco- 
nomic system tvas not lowered because 
of liolshcvlsm. There was a period 
botwcon 1917 and 1019 when tho Bol- 
shevist party was surrounded' by in- 
tervening forces. This was followed 
by a period when the government w;is 
supreme In production and distribu- 
tion. The truo system of communism 
docs not admit of government supre- 
n.acy, so In one aspect, bolshevism 
was not pure communism. 

The systems of communism follow- 
ed by the Russian leaders were those 
of Dictatorship and Terrorism aa put 
forth by Russian economists and the 
economics and social philosophy of 
tho German, Karl Marx. Lenin fol- 
lowed Marx' theories very closely. 
Terrorism seemed a necessary part of 
tho revolution. 

"The period of production Is now 
over, and tho period of distribution ts 
now on," stated A. G. Oruchy. 
Carl Bergithon 
In presenting the second paper. 
Carl Uerglthon compared tho old ro- 
slmo of Huasla with the new system 
now being followed. 

Hoforo the revolution, the Tsar w.i.^ 
an autocratic ruler, looked upon as 
Iho father of all llu'sslans; the com-
